VARIETIES OF FASTING 


Scientific fasting must never be confused with 
starvation as the effects are quite different. In 
most cases of forced starvation there is an exposure 
to the elements and a choking of the eliminative 
processes, and there is also the additional element 


of fear. In fact, the habit of eating regular meals 
is so firmly established that many people have 
died in a few days from the fear of starvation be- 
cause they did not know that the body can live 
for a long time without food. This is very different 
from a properly conducted fest where food may be 
had when needed and where the body is aided in 
many ways by bathing, enemas, resting, etc, and | 
the patient may have the enjoyment of every 
pleasure save cating. 

In yeteerday’s article I explained how fasting 
enables the digestive organs to obtain a rest and 
permits the blood to absorb and carry away toxic 
substances which may have been deposited in the | 
tissues for years. During the first few days of a 
fast the climination of waste products speeds up 
and then gradually settles back into a normal 
amount. Most of the original forms of fasting were 
the complete fast during which all food was denied | 
and the patient only allowed water as a beverage. 

WATER FAST 

As a rule the amount of water taken is govern- 
ed by the thirst of the patient which is usually ea 
reliable guide, but, where there are infective pro- 
cesses in the body, or fevers, it seems wise to force i 
the water-dr ing to the utmost, and, where the 
patient unable to swallow through the closing |

During any form of fasting where solid food ts 
avoided, the best results can only be achieved if the 
colon is washed once or twice daily with an enema 
of warm water.
